the gift of a coal ticket. Relief tickets wore 
the best-hops of those in the Alley at these 
Seasons, the: grentest, almost their only 
chance of: obtaining “seasonable”: food -or 
warmth.* The terrible eagerness of lock and 
tone with which they entreated any one even 
suspected of heing entrusted with the diatri- 
bution of. thé ‘bounty . of charitable associa- 
tions or individuals wasa sad sight to witness. 
That some of them wore but little deserving 
there was no. doubt, but there was equally 
Jittle doubt that.io.the majority of instances 
they were in. want, were bungry, cold, and 
without means, aud often—at least, auch was 
our experience—it was scarcely less bard not 
to. be able to give than it must have been not 
to be able to get the urgently.begged-for 
ticket—-the ticket for which the heggard, 
hunger-hollowed, cold-mottled face, as well’ ag 
the eagerly anxious voice, pleaded “ trampet- 
tongucd.”—-The Sunday Magazine,
